Victim Impact Statement: Lome Lukan 


On February 18' h , 1996 my Brother Jamie was killed going to a hockey game. He was 21 and wore 
#12...My Mother was never the same after that point and I couldn't see how that changed her that 
much, although we were totally saddened and still are to this day. You never know the feeling until you 
experience it. 

On April 6 th , 2018 my Son Conner Lukan was killed in the Humboldt bus crash. He was also 21 and he 
also wore #12. Twelve days after Conner's death we had a celebration, which I am sure he would have 
been proud of. Twelve days after this, my Mother passed away, I am sure it was due to a broken heart. 

From the minute after I learned of my Son's death, I know how my mom felt and what she had.to deal 
with. What happens is you get left with a hole in your soul that can never be filled, as hard as you try, it 

will not happen. 

My statement is short because I know nothing in this world will ever bring my son back. I don't know 
what your sentencing will be, but again, nothing will bring my Son back or the other people that lost 
their lives. I could write a book on his life but I am not going to. I know you have a tough job ahead of 

you. 

I am a logical, not a radical, person. I know changes have to be made to drivers and the trucking 
industry, especially after this and other accidents that have affected so many lives. Although accidents 
happen, carelessness from trucks and their drivers, cannot keep happening. Will the driver rotting in 
prison bring my Son back? NO, but he has to own up to some type of responsibility for his actions.

This impact statement is from the Miller family. 

Conner Lukan moved in with our family when he began playing hockey locally when 
he was fifteen years old. We had the pleasure of having him billet with us until he 

was twenty. 

Conner quickly became a brother to our two sons and our home soon became his. 

Our home over the five years was a hub not only for our three boys, but for the 
many friends that Conner made in Spruce Grove. 

Throughout the five years that Conner lived with us, we celebrated several 
milestones with him. These memories included his Grade 12 Graduation, his 18 
birthday, two league Championships with the Spruce Grove Saints and many more 
that our entire family was incredibly lucky to have shared with him. 

In September 2017, Conner was traded to the Humboldt Broncos. Though we were 
devastated that he would be leaving us, we encouraged him to follow his dreams 
and make the most out of a great opportunity. The previous year, our youngest son 
Jason was traded to the Estevan Bruins, which ultimately gave Conner reassurance 
that he would enjoy it 

At the time, we could have never imagined that we wouldn’t see Conner again. 

On April 6,2018, our eldest son, Brandon, was preparing for his exams to complete 
his final year of University. Following Conner’s death, Brandon was in the midst of 
both processing and grieving the news of our biggest nightmare. Under the 
circumstances, Brandon didn’t feel he could physically focus enough to complete his 
exams, let alone the hours of preparation it would require before actually writing 
them. He sat down with the Board of Directions for the University to discuss the 
circumstances, and was given no consideration when requesting to be exempt from 
his exams. The results from these exams could impact his final grades, graduation, 
and ultimately, his future career. 

The minutes, hours, days and weeks following the tragedy of April 6 th were 
unbearable. Not only were we trying to process the death of our son, but so were 
our other sons, as well as friends of Conner’s. His death left an emptiness on both of 
our family and the community that he was so active in. Nobody knew how we were 
going to get through this - it was all so senseless. We had so many questions - how, 
and why? 

At Conner’s viewing, we sat in front of his body, thinking that this must be a 
nightmare and that he would just wake up. He laid there still, lifeless, cold and quiet 
In no way was that reminiscent of his lively, passionate, caring and kind personality. 

Every milestone since losing Conner has been stricken with grief that Conner is not 
here to share it with us. Both of our boys are getting married in the next two years, 
and Conner would have been a large part of the weddings, wedding parties, and all 
of the celebrations. 


The loss, grief, anger and grave sadness that we feel EVERY DAY will NEVER change 
and has impacted every aspect of our lives FOREVER. For this reason, the 
driver/trucking company MUST be held accountable. Why should they be allowed to 
carry on with their lives when they have destroyed and ended so many? 

I always taught my boys that we can only control ourselves. I believe the truck 
driver did not set out that day to kill 16 people, injure 18 others and devastate the 
other thousands of people involved however, he was able to control his decision to 
run the stop sign. For that DECISION alone he MUST be held accountable. 


Written by Jason Miller: The thought of Conner being gone has still not set in. 1 can't 
say that anything has ever changed my life the way this has. Eveiy day, 1 am left with 
a darkness that is, and will always be, the missing presence of a man 1 considered as 
a brother to me. Emotionally, things will never be the same for myself or my family. 
As time passes since he was taken, the hurt has come in waves. The way my heart 
has broken has changed over time. From shock, to now, a void where he should be. 
Conner was the call 1 made when something exciting happened. He was my call to 
laugh. When life was heavy, Conner’s loving, positive, and lively energy would ease 
my day. There will never be a day where I'm not reminded of Conner, and I will 
always be reminded of how he was taken too soon. My brother and 1 are both 
planning our weddings in 2019 and 2020. For both of us, there will be a spot at the 
alter where Conner was supposed to stand. 

I believe in accountability, and 1 believe, mistake or not, you should be held 
accountable for your actions.
